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RATES COVE, on the Easit Coast of 
Newfoundland, is the spot superior to 
all others to me, as it was there, in the 
year 1870, that I was born. Plenty of good 
fresh breezes were my lot, for the village lay 
along the Atlantic Coast. 

I was blessed with godly parents. They 
belonged to the Methodist Church, and con- 
sequentiy my early training was favorable 
towards helping to shape my course in life. 

Mother died when I was twelve years old ; 
we were five brothers (I being the third) and 
of course when mother was gone 
boys had, to a certain extent, to 
" fish for themselves." One year 
after, I was converted in an old- 
fashioned Methodist revival, at the 
old homestead. 

At fifteen and a-half years of age 
I left home and went to a place 
called Catalina, on tiia East Coast, 
to learn my trade a.c a tinsmith, 
shortly after\yards moving on to iSt. 
John's, the capital of Newfound- 
land. It was :here that I first saw 
the Salvation Army. I used to art- 
tend at old No. I. corps, and drank 
in the truths each night, realizing 
ere long that these were the people 
of my future choice. 

At that time I ivas working witli 
a boss who diought he " knew it 
^11 " ; religion was far from him. 
On one occasion I spent too much 
time in prayer, or at Icist .le 
thought so, and the devil in him 
became disturbed, I tell you he let 
oft some pent-up steaui, and swore 
and raged at me, saying he " didn't 
keep a house of prsysr." I pitied 
thp noor deluded man, and weni 
on to do wharf: little I could for God. 
Iviuie tiiaii oiicc my faith -.vas sorely 
tested, and the devil often told me 
to retaliate and black his eye, but, 
thank God, 1 always got the vic- 
tory, and these early triumphs have 
helped me to gain greater ones. 

Shortly after this 1 gave my 
name as a recruit, and was enrolled 
as a soldier in due time. This was 
all before I was sixteen years old, 
because at that time 1 struck out for 
myself. I was, figuratively speaking, thrown 
overboard, so had 

To " Swim or Sink." 

I then left to try my luck in Burin, on the 
West Coast. I went to sea for four years, 
during which time my spiritual light went 
out, and with ungodly companions I went 
very far in sin and drank to excess. 

I'remember at one time, after getting paid 
off with our summer's wage, my brother and 
a chum and I vowed 
a small boat five 
mile; to get a bottle 
of liquor, and after 
getting tilled our- 
selves, we started for 
home. It was dan- 
g-erous ; we almost 
capsized our boat. 
Each of us was about 
"ithree sheets in the 
wind," but wc man- 
pged to get to the 
t.iBut. Uoopar. wliiirf, and of course 

started to " do the town." Sorry to say, the 
town did us, Enough said. 

Another occasion, our vessel put into 
Trtpassey, a port in Conception Bay, for 
shelter. There being some other vessels from 
our itown there, we went ashore for a " jolly 
sprjee." We managed (to get a " few rounds," 
bu( the old dame who sold the liquor 
wo'uldn't give us two drinks at the same time, 
so we concocted a .scheme by which one of the 
men disguised himself and got the extra dose. 



These were wretched days. An old grudge 
would float on top wiith very little coaxing, 
and of course would have to be settled at 
once. Blows were as frequent as bread and 
butter, and many a time in my sober mo- 
ments was I sad at heart when I thought of 
the wretched life I was living. 

No sin was too bad for me rto grapple with. 
I remenibcr trying — yes, really succecdmg — 
in getting a sick man (whom we were bring- 
ing up to die) drunk, by way of devilment, 
by giving him a glass now and then for

medicine. Although I was sowing my wild 
oats, there were

to us sailors. Pity the landsman who would 
speak against them in our presence. 

At last I was caught in their net. Capt. 
Baldwin (now Mrs. Adjt. Collier) and Lieut. 
Ebsary (now Mrs. Ensagn Howell) were 
glad to see me make a start, but I presuaii.- 
their confidence in me was rather slim, as 
my past life was such a rugged one. But. 
thank God, I surprised them all, and held on 
for the next two years as a soldier of Burin 
corps. After rthat time I felt God was calling 
me to BTO and rescue others of mv stamp. 
Accordingly I apolicd, and was put off for 
six months. At the termination of this per- 
iod I again applied and was accepted lor the 
St. John's Training Garrison, under Adjt. 
Taylor (now Staflr-Captain). In those day.s 
our ATmy experience was novel. Pitclicrs 
of boiling waiter and old blanket.:;, thrown 
oil ijur iitads from the balcony of some back 
alley, etc., were frequent occurrences. Hul 
God poured out His Spirit in a most remark- 
able manner. 

I shall never forget one Sunday, a'- wc 
were marching down Patrick Street, a mol) 
turned on us; but all the Cadets stuck to 
their post like warriors. I got my head cut 
open in two places; drum heads were cui out; 
missiles and stones came from all quarters; 
but the devil missed his mark, for tliose rougli 
days made good soldiers of us. 

In the fall of 1893 I received my first ap- 



pointment as Cadet at Brigus, which was 
reckoned one of the harde.-t corps in thv 
country. Then followed Carbonear for six 
weeks. The next year I was made Lieuten- 
ant and sent to assist Capt. (now Ensign) 
Bowering. Then came a very important step 
to me. 1 was sent as mate of the mission 
boat, .Glad Tidings, scouting the small inlets 
and harbors of the West Coast of Newfound 
land. 

In the fall of that year I was sent to Grand 
Bank. Next came Lieutenant in charge of 
Fortune, St. John's I. followed, and then the 
little knowledge 1 had of the sea brought nie 
again .to .sea faring life, as mate of the yacb' 
Salvationist, at Labrador. We spent a very 
blessed summer there, preaching salvation 
and helping in many waiys some of the thou- 
sands ol people who go there from 
Newfoundland during the summer 
season to fish. After coming 
home I was promoted Captain and 
sent to Channel ; then Bonavista 
and Pilley's Island; then traveling 
in charge of a troupe, with, the 
renowned " Stewart Taylor," for 
four months, and after another 
summer On the Salvationist I .sup- 
plied at S-iy Roberts for six wc:'ks, 
and opened the St. John's Men's 
Shelter, remaining in charge ten 

n months. 
Thtii came the event vvhich my 
friends prophesied would come to 
pass years before. After my mar- 
riage to Capt. RiisscI! we were 
sent back to Carbonear for a sec- 
ond terni. Seven months later we 
were pronioted to the rank of En- 
signs and sent as D. O's to Tilt 
Cove Corps and District, At this 
corps 

A Magnificent Soul-Saving Work 
went nil frnni beginning to end of 
our term. Twillingate and Grand 
Bank Districts came next ; frum 
the la.st namc-u we received our 
farewell orders to leave the old 
shore for Canada. 

Our first ap|)ointmFiU w:is 
Spriughill Corps and District. 
Then, after ten years' fighting, our 
beloved Provincial Officer, Licut.- 
Colonel Sharp, kindly arranged 
for us to have two weeks' furknigh 
at the Home of Rest at Annapolis. 
From there we spent tcrm.s in 
Frcdcnctor, arjd North Sydney 
Districts, and at present we are doing our 
best in the St. John Distriot, where souls are 
getting saved and soldiers made. God is 
going to give us victory, for we nre trui!i.".g 
in His promises.

There are thousands of able-bodied men in 
the American cities who cannot get work, 
besides a large number of permanently unem- 
ployed, who are mostly aged. 

To meet the needs of these classca the 
Salvation Army has inaugurated a jiew de- 
parture in Social Work. This is knowri as 
vacaut-iot gardens, or potato patches. 

A large tract of land, known as tlu: old 
Burke Farm, on the Aslor Estate, located at 
Hunt and Bronxdale Avenues, on the out- 
skirts of New York City, has been ' secured. 
Through the eflorts of Mr. Bolton Hall, this 
farm has been placed in the hands of the 
Army, rent free, for a year. The property 
contains a twelve-room house, now occupied

There is also a large barn and a fine orchard.

It is 
the Army's purpose to give, free of charge, 
the use of one quarter-acre each to poor fam- 
ilies who need such assistance, I'liese they 
can cultivate, and on them rai.se vegetables. 

The Army will furnish the seed and garden- 
ing implements, and the Manager will give 
all the instruction needed by itlhosc who do not. 
understand gardening. 

This being the first effort of the kind which 
the Army has launched, the issue will he 
watched with interest. - 



NEW WOMEN'S HOTEL FOR 
MELBOURNE. 

A new Women's Hotel has been established 

in Melbourne, whence poor women will be 

able to get a threepenny bed auiI a ihice- 

■ penny meal. This is likely to be a great boon 

to a certain class. 

' Better accommodation will be provided for 
those who can pay more. 

This institution has been .established to 
provide a comfortable heme for working wo- 
men, factory girls, and those who work in 
shops. Everything will be dons- to supnly 
the lionie-feeiing. which. is so often missed by 
young. women who come to our cities.

The Daily Gleaner, of Kingston, tcll.-i in 
kindly language of the opening of a ncwly- 
acquir.ed property destined to serve as an 
Industrial Home, for Women, on June 14th, 
in that town. 

For some three years Rescue Work has 
been carried on in a quiet way on th-e island, 
during which limi; 104 women or girls have 
passed through the Home. 

They 'hav; come from every parish in th^ 
i.sland, and under varying circumstances, re- 
presenting almost every denominaition. But 
all have been cared for and " tnoihered " alike, 
and not only saved from their untoward sur- 
roundings and vices, but taught to contribute 
to their own support by inditstry in the Home, 
and eventually ehher restored to friends or 
sent out to honorable situations. 

Typical cases of both colors nationally are 
given. 

Country girls coming to the city for em- 
ployment, crueliy deceived and led into .sin 
liy those who engaged them, diavc been fol- 
lowed up lovingly and persistently bv (he 
officers, and persuaded to abandon evil 
courses. 

Another case v/rs thai of a young orphan, 
aged t4, who ran away from her only guard- 
ian, a grandmother; this child was traced and 
discovered amid bad companions, from whom 
she was rescued, and is now being trained in 
one of the Government Institutions. 

Inebriates have also been received and pa- 
tiently dealt wiith, whilst yet a fourth class 
of work has been that of caring for infants 
whose mothers were obliged to leave them 
daily in pursuit of toil for their sustenance. 

Destitute girls, stranded through unforseen 
circumstances, have also been subjects of care 
ill this branch. 

Dr. Nuttall, the .\rchbisho|j of the West 
Indies, has lent the- weight of ihis sympathy 
and influence in favor of the Home from the 
start, and being under the direct superintend- 
ence 01 Mrs. Colonel Rauch, with Adjutant 
Dobney, an officer of wide Rescue and Field 
experience, we predict for the newly-oprned 
Home much useful work and iblessinp-.

His meetings in th..- Provinces have accom- 
plished glorious results, and both our own 
people as well as great numbers of friends 
remember the Colonel's visits with gratitud-.'

In Scandinavia the summer season is brief, 
but vei^' bright, and consequently it is diffi- 
cult now to secure large crowds indoors. The 
Colonel has not' experienced much disappoint- 
ment in this respect, however.

Pearling and the Pearl bivere. 



Perhaps tbe most desolate country in the world 
lE that which extends from Exmouth Gult, Jn West- 
ern Australia, In a north-eaaterly direction to King 
Sound, and inland as far as man ihas ever pene- 
trated. 

LKing before the presence of gold inland was 
dreamt of, the coast had been receiving attention 
from thB roving- nnM^-p!? of the HElayslBn Arc'iipel- 
ago. They discovered that ithe waters round the 
shadeleas ahorea of AuaLralla'a imr'-weat were richer 
in pearl-shell than those around their own island 
homes, and consequently they paid periodical visits 
to Roebucic Bay, the first established of Austral'a's 
pfiarling Industry. For a time the Malay lorded it 
over the unfortunate aborigines, forcing them to 
fllve for the shell, and generally ma.Icing slaves of 
them. They c^rve to grleC, too, howerer. for Tvher. 
news of the weaJth of the great South Land Altered 
through the Chinese pirates who infested the eastern 
seas, they proceeded to Invest'Kate, and no E r«oTllt 
the Malay regime paBsed away. 

Th»re are no records of those times, but it Is 
probable tihat Darapier just missed being a spectator 
of a Malay-Chinese naval battle eoinowhcre off the 
Ninety Mile beach; and from fragmentary evidences 
it also aeems that while the intrepid Captain Cco'.t 
was dlseoverins AuBtralla on tbe south-taat, the 
yellow man was In his second century of possess.on 
on the north-west.

Soou the free m£w of Peril.. ""W J-ne 
capital of a prosperous British colony, turned their 
eyp, to thp north; the Eftld-S5''kers did lllc.wl'f, 
and as the reault, that forbidden tract between the 
sixteenth and twenty-second ^nuth parallel Is now, 
probably the richest piece of iaua—auu wcier— ^.i 
the world. The warm blue wavelets of the Indian 
Ocean still play lazily and ceaselessly upon the 
oun-baked shore. The manfff; .e swa-mos are SJII 
there, and unfailingly transir. t the fever to the 
Etr..nBer as before. The C lines--, Malays, ana 
&t>orlg!ries are also thrrn =s =: eld; hut the crude 
form of pearling, the naked diners, the lawJes-^ess, 
:.nd the Chinese pirates have : Ivor, place to fuUy- 
equlpped luggers, latest Impr .ved diving-dresses, 
the British law and the British Master Pearler, 

Throughout tjha sis hundred odd mllpa of coast- 
line there are about 
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in the pearling ii.dustry. but of that number onlv 
about two hundred lay claim M the prlncaly term 
Master Pearler. There nre nenr.in.-: a hundred other 
whiles who are not in that toi .unate pusltioii. and 
who thoretore, content themselves with a flrst-elass 
salary and a share In the profits In return for their 
services on behalf of the others. The remaining 
two thousand seven hundred are chiefly Japitnese, 
Manllamen, Malays, and jLborlBines— out most other 
races are also represented. Thes people form the 
crews Df the pearling lugscrs, and the white man 
Knhn acta oB "klppor c3crcl=cs u.Oie puwer over inenv 
than any sovereign on earth— when he is sober. 
The Master Pearlcra are a splendid body ot men. 
They are extremely wealthy, and are ever ready to 
assist any of their comrades who may have run 
their schooners on uncharted rooks or otherwise 
liave had bad lack. 

Broome, on Roebuck Bay. Is Ihe cliief centre ot 
the pearling Industry, and wh:n the neet la at home, 
in the monsoon siason, it is undoubtedly the " hot- 
teat hole on earth," In a double sense, ijroome con- 
sists of the Cable Company's landing ptatlfn, four 
drinking saloons, a huge prison, and three houjes, 
all built of galvanized iron. There are also a dozen 
bark huts, and about the same number of mud 
"humpies." while about a hun.lred "bieikwinds" 
constitute the rooliess home of some of Ihe better 
cl.iss omone the natives. The rest si ep v.-h=rover 
they happen to be when the potent ".Kn-nke iulce " 
(.lllered whiskey) overcomes thfrn. but t.be Ma-^t^r 
Pearler usually stays on hoaTd..hlu schooner. Broome 
IB alwayr. evll-omeillns, h-jt It 1= cainfuiaiiy eo when 
the vliid ijlowB from the direction Oif thn opening 
sheds; its prison Js always well niled, and its in- 
ha,bltants are jilways drunk. 

Pearling does not consist — as tbe name of th2 
Industry might imply — ot searching for the pearl- 
gem. These hIIIcIous seer, tlons are £0 rare that th:; 
pearler never troubles .about them, allliough he knows 
how to value any that may escarjc the thieving 
Angers ot the opencrB, It Ib the shell which forms 
the attraction; and as long as mobher-ot-pearl com- 
mands its present prices, will probably continue to 
do 00.

The oddest, be- 
cause the most reason.able thing, was to see the 
elephant, piishlng against tilt eud of a very heavy 
log, stretch out one hind leg to give himself purohnsi. 
Taiat seemed -io bring him, somehow, very near to 
us: he was not only doing our work, but he was 
doing It in our way,

sheds.

At- 
tached to it was a clou of earih weighing six and 
a-half ounces. He broke up the clod and placed 
it under the bell-glass. No fewer than eighty-two 
plants sprung from It.

H.ivlnK tried in 
vain lo Iind in any book published In English up-to 
dale information a.H to the work of suo'i msn as 
Schlaparelll, Faammarlon, and others, the boy wro" 
to the scientists themselves, sent on copies of sonis 
ot his articles to show what he wits clnlnj, ard 
bcgffed for n.cc'Jr5.t^ Inler^-itScn to sho.v ".vt".,'it c«i 
man considered his most Important Mintiihiilloii la 
science during Ws life-work. An Inteie.'iting ami 
friendly correspondence followed nitti ditl rent 
astronomers, and the lad !;ot not only complimeits 
on the scope and quality ot his articles, bui vaiua.) e 
reliable, and «p-t5-M&tc lijruiiiialion Crum euiii 
astronomers both on the Continent and In America 
as well aa por..alts of the favants sent by tbero 
selves.

Qlnifs, Pray ! 



Many people think lliat sanotification, or 
holiness, has to do only with the soul. But 
the truth is that it has to do with every part 
of our nature, and every artiele of our pos- 
session. The body is to be sanctified as vvell 
as the soul. Paul wrote to the Thessalonians 
as follows : " Tlhe very God of peace sanctify 
you wholly ; and I pray God your whole 
spirit, and soul, and body, be preserved 
blameless unto the coming of our Lord Jesus 
Christ." (l Thcss. v. 23). By this he mean^ 
that the body is to be set apart and kept as 
a holy thing for the Lord. 

We are to make a present of our bodies to 
the Lord. Paul sayg. " I beseech you, there- 
fore, brethren, . . . tJhat ye present your 
bodies a living sacrifice, holy, acceptable unto 
God." (Rom. xii. i.) Just as the soldier sur- 
renders his personal liberty, and gives his 
body to his country, for hard campaigns, for 
toilsome marches, for wcaTy sieges, and. if 
needs be, for death, so we are to present our 
bodies to God. Jesus gave His body for us, 
and we are to give our bodies to Him. 

Not only arc wt io prrseirt out b".dio= as 
a whole, but each niember as well; the eyes, 
the ears., the hands, tihe fept, tlie longiin, rarli 
and all ar« to be given. (See Rom. vi. 13.) 

The eyes are to be turned, away fron: the 
things .that would wean the soul from God. 
The General tells of a holy man he knew, 
who, when he walked the streets, kept his 
eyes straight before him, not looking inio 
tjie store windows, lest his communion with 
(jod should be llindelnd, and hi.s mind be 
filled with worldly, foolish, and covetous 
thougihts. - 

Some yiears ago silver bracelets wore very 
fashionable, and a young woman who had 
plenty of money went to buy a pair. But 
before she found anv pretty and dainty 
enough to suit her she got converted, and 
tiicii -Mic KDcw sric iidd iju iiglii Lo Spcjxd 
her money foolishly to wear such things, 
even li Sue had iiierji. iiiit iic-r eyes iiaci gOt 
into the habit ■ f searching shop windows 
for these hracei: 15 in every city where she 
'.vent, and shcfciind that the habit v.as very 
bad for her sou^ 

It made her c- re less 10 pray, and hindered 
her thinking abi-ut Jesus when she was out 
vifalking, and ac. iially lessened her desire to 
win souls. So si e had to give her eyes up lo 

Jesus; and for years afterward she said she 
never went thro igh a shopping street with- 
out praying D;- .id'.^ prayer: "Turn away 
mine eyes from ijehoiding vanity." 

it was a lOiijjiiig look toward the fertile 
plains that led rto all the sorrows and losses 
of Lot. It was n covetous look at the Baby- 
lonish garment and wedge of gold that led lo 
the utter ruin of Achan. 

There are some things that a Christian 
should not look at, and if by chance his eyes 
should fall upon them, they should be turned 
away quickly, lest sin should get into his 
heart through eye-gate. Everyone who 
v^ishes to be holy will say with Job, " I have 
made a covenant with mine eyes." 



Again, the ears arc to be sanctified. The 
holy man will guar-d himself lest sin enter 
into his lieart through ear-gate. "Take heed 
what ye hear," said Jesus; and again, "Take 
heed how ye hear." Just so surely as the 
body can be poisoned or nourished and 
strengthened by the things we eat, according 
to whether they are good or bad, so surely 
can the soul be poisoned or nourished by 
the things we hear. 

But wliiic wt should not listen to evil, 
neither should we speak it. SometiTnes it is 
impossible to avoid hearing the evil. Though 
we cnrrot rontro! the tnngii<>s of others, we 
must coatiol our own, and Vvhilc v,'c may not 
be able always to avoid hearing what is 
wicked, we can avoid repeating it. 

If we would be holy, and enjoy God's smile, 
v.-c must sanctify our tongues, and keep our 
lips pure. " Let no corrupt communication 
proceed out of youi' mouth, but that which is 
good to the use of edifying, that it may min- 
ister grace unto the hearer." (Eph. iv, 29.) 
We must not forgot, however, that the heart 
is the fountain from which (luVvS all our talk, 
and if that be clean the conversation will be 
pure. Jesus said, " Out of the abundance of 
the heart the mouth speakebh." Therefore, 
" keep thy heart with all diligence, for out 
of it are the issues of life." 

The whole body is to be given to God, 
and kept and used for Him. Will you prove- 
your love Lu God by letting Him have yours? 
If 30, no ;ij!purity is to be allowed, no evil 
habit is to be indulged, no appetite is to be 
permitted to gain the mastery, but the whole 
body IS to be kept under, and made the serv- 
ant of the soul. 

Athletes, when in training, are exceedingly 
careful about their health. They select their 
food with care, and eat nothing thait would 
disagree with them : omitting heavy supper.^;,, 
they abstain from strong drink and tobacco; 
they bathe their bodies daily; they go to bed 
and gCit up at regular hours ; they sleep vvith 
open windows, ,Tnd so get plenty of fresh air. 

This thcy do for months, and somctime.s 
for years, simply (hat they may vjut in con- 
tests of strength and skill. "Now thoy do 
it," says Paul, " to obtain a corruptible crown, 
but we an incorruptible." And then he adds, 
" I keep under my body, and .bring it into 
Subjection; lest that by any means, when I 
have preached to uiiiers, I myself should be 
a castaway." (r Cor. ix. 25-27.) 

I know a man who noticed that when he 
tiLij too much he became irritable, and Was 
STibjeet to various riietriptationE frojn which 2. 
careful diet freed him. He had to control 
his appetite in order to keep a clean heart. 

Young people are likely to squander their 
health in all sorts of useless and careless 
ways, and are tempted to laugh a little at 
their elders v.rhen tliey lift a "^^arnirig voice. 
But they will some day find .that advance in 
holiness, progress tov/ard heaven, and happi- 
ness, and usefulness, are more rlenendent on 
the riglit car.; of tiie body uhan .thcy bud- 
posed.

Two school boys wots of the party, snrt they sub- 
jected their sister to an unceasing chorus of "Don't

really a very serious evil. A dlstlngulebed man of

as by the partlally deaf, make up a very large 
proportion of the plfQsure wt existence. I am ac- 
customed on this ground to urge upon parents the 
necessity of correcting short sight In their children; 
and I am sure that a horizon limited to ten or even 
twenty Inches, with no distinct p.rceptlon of objecta 
at a greiter distance has a marked tendency to 
produce habits of introspection and reverie, and of 
Inattention to outward things, which may lay the 
foundation of grave defects of ohaTacter. Iiand^ 
scape painters Bse the only persons to whom myopia 
can be useful. I once accompoJilcd a landscape 
painter on a sketching expedition, and after a. time 
aeked him if ?ie Intend^ tf? omit fl flert.nin 
house from his drawing. He looked up with sur- 
prize, and said. 'What house? Thsrs Is no houBs 
there.' I at once understood a curious haslneas of 
aspect with which It T.'as his custom to clothe dis- 
tant scenery In his pictures, and which was greatly 
admired by many persons, v.'ho mjstoolc It for a 
skilful rendering of on uncommon atmospheric 
effect; In fact, it was only w'hat the short-sightad 
man always saw haforft lilm, ?.nd I s.m sure he siust 
himself been greatly puzzled by much of the praise 
which he received." 

"The short-sighted child has no curlo.'ity to ex- 
plore a world ■whieh he but dimly aecs. and Ills 
habit Is to curl (himself up in a comer ond pore over 
tKioks. He Is absolutely disauallfled by his defect 
from taking part In many gai les, such as crldtet.

jinotbep hnhK ^'hlch is unconsclcujly practla^d wj 
short-sighted persons, is the cusLom of reading by 
a. dim llglit. such as twilight or In the light of a 
Are. They are especinlly prone to this habit because 
they are a.blo to read by a fainter light than sufllcos 
for people with natural eyes. It Is. tlierotore, desir- 
able that such children should be prevented from 
praetisiiis tlils liablt, as they .will otherwise almost 
certainly do. 

One other point ahould be m.ntioned here, nam£ly, 
the curious popular Impression that it is better to 
go without Elaasea as long as possible. Many people 
take a considerable pride and satlsfinction In avoid- 
ing the use of glasses. Such a boilff may lead to 
the moBt disastrous rosulls. In evel'y case the ime 
of gloaeea is an absolute essential when the degroe 
of short-Blghtedness Is so great as to cause the 
pableut annoyanco.

RECIPES. 
How to Ues Pines. 

Pineapples are plentiful a.Dd dieap at thin season 
of the year, and may be used In a vitrlety of ways 
to cajole the capricious hot-wtather appetite, A 
pJneapple omelet is delicious, and may be made to 
advantage In a chaflng dish. Beat four eggs with a 
teaspoontui of lemon Juice and a heapiner table- 
spoonful of butter. Wihen It beglne to bubble pour 
In the egga. TVTien they are ilnm an<S nicely browned 
on one side, place In the middle two heaping table- 
apponfuls or pineapple grated fine and aweetened 
wllih BUsar. FoI<J the omelet, turn on to a hot dish, 
dust snme powdered R'l^ar oy»r •'. ^n^i - "rye ai. once. 

Pineapple frJitsrs are made >> .-..ring thin slice 
of the fruit, whloli h&o prev' - .y been pared and 
soaked In lemon Juice and u ^ar, Into a batter pre- 
pared as foUows: Beat the whites and yolks ol four 
e^^Tfi separately. Stir with the yolk^ a cupful of 
nour and a little salt; beat the misture well, and 
add two tablespoonfuls of cream, and last, stir In 
the well-beaten whites. The batter should be thlolc 
enoug-h to drop iTOm 9^ spoon. Bring a (luantity of 
lard to the bolUns point, and try therein the slices 
"f ;.ineapple dipped In batter. When they are of a 
delicate brown drain on blotting: paper ajid serve on 
a napkin iwlth powder&a augar. 



Pineapple shortcaltc makes a line dessert. Pre- 
pare a rich crust as for strawberry shortcake and 
spread the layers with very thin alio a of rich Juicy 
pineapple that for several houra previously have 
been eloaely covered in a dls]] with powdered sugar 
and the Juice of two lomons. Place the fruit between 
the layers and on top of the crust, and serve with 
sweetened whipped cream. 

Pineapple eclairs are a pretty and delicate dish 
for hot weather. Take the weight of four es^s in 
sugar, and half their .weight In flour. Add a pinch 
of Rait and a teaflponnful ot baklnc powdtr to the 
flour and sift It. Beat the yolks ol tour eggs until 
thick, adding oiltemately the flour and susar. Then 
stir in the well-beaten eggs and a teaspoonlal of 
vanilla. Bake In small tins In a steady oven. When 
nearly cold spread with pineapple marmalade and 
place two together with the rounded side out; cover 
with a pink lelng flavored with pineapple. 

Frozen i>!r.eapple U made wifch i syrup of £'.igar 
and water In the proportion of a pint of syrup to 
a pint of grated pineapple, the Juice of two lemons, 
and trie grated rind or one. iftraln througn a nannet 
basT and freeze. When liaK-rroisen stir In slices of 
pineapple out Into the form of stars, and stir unt'l 
the Ice Is frozen «olld. Place In fancy moulds and 
p,Tok In ice and a&It.
